Loeb & Co.; Thompson & McKin- 
non and Lamson Brothers & Co., 
Chicago brokers, with a branch of- 
fice in Lafayette; E. F. Button & 
Co., New York brokers, and F. A. 
Connellj'^ & Co., a local brokerage 
house, in which Wood said the 
"Mr. Boiling" he referred to, Ava? 
a partner. 


Much of his information, Wood said, 
came in a letter from A. Curtis, an in- 
dependent isew York stock operator. 


Wood disclaimed intending to give the 
impression that he believed 
that 
Mr. 
Tumulty or any one else for that mat- 
ter, profited by the so-called leak; that 
he was merely stating what had come to

MAN'S BODY IS LEFT-HANDED BOTH 
INSIDE AND OUT, ANATOMISTS FIND 
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St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 5.—^The body of William King, whlcb has 
been preserved for twenty months is described by anatomists as "left- 
handed both inside and out," according to a statement made public 
today at the city hospital. 
On May 8, 1015, King, who was 35 years 
old, applied at the hospital for treatment. 
He said he was a laborer 
and had lived most of his life in Wisconsin, 
He was suffering from 
typhoid fever. 


When asked who should be notified In case of his death, King 
said: 
"Don't worry about that. 
Just cut m e up and examhie my 
body. 
There's somethingr wrone with m e besides the fever." He died 
a few days later. 


'When surgeons made an examination of the body they found one 
of the most abnormal cases In tn the history of surgery. 
The heart 
was on the right side, the liver 9U the left; the appendix was on the 
left side and the spleen on the right. 
The stomach was turned around 
completely. 
On the left lun^ was three lobes, the right lunfir had but 
two. 
The left kidney was larger and lower than the right one. 


Muskogee, Okla., Jan. 5.—A total of 
eleven dead and the injury of a n u m - 
ber who are expected to die was the 
report today f r o m the district which 
was swept by a tornado yesterday. 
All 
the dead were school children ranging 
In age f r o m 6 to 18. 
The loss of life 
and the bulk of the property damage 
occurred In the valley town of Vireton, 
Okla., thirteen miles northwest of Mc- 
Alester. 


Preparations were being made for 
the 
noon 
dismissal 
of 
the 
country 
school here when the tornado entered 
the valley and swooped down 
upon 
the village. 
The school house 
was 
carried off its foundation and scream- 
ing children and timbers were hurled 
through the air by the f u r y of the 
wind. 


Bodies Hurled Far. 


Bodies were picked up a 
hundred 
yards f r o m where the school 
house 
stood, they being blown across a ra- 
vine and well up on the opposite hill 
side. 


Of the twenty-nine persons within 
the building only two escaped injury. 
F o u r are believed to be so badly in- 
jured that they cannot recover. 
The 
teacher. Miss Vera Carter, at first be- 
lieved to have been killed, sustained 
a double fracture of the jaw besides 
other painful injuries. 
She 
is 
ex- 
pected to recover. 
The Choctaw In- 
dian mi.ssion at Vireton was destroyed 
and virtually all the residences suf- 
fered f r o m the storm. 


Other Regions Suffer, 


Before reaching Vireton the tornado 
struck at Richsville, Okla., seven miles 
southwest, 
wrecking 
a 
boiler 
room 
and a tipple at a coal mine there. 
It 
then lifted and did no f u r t h e r damage 
until Vireton was reached. 


Quinton, Okla., twenty miles north 
of Vireton, also suffered f r o m the Tor- 
nado. 
Seven-persons were injured and 
five houses were destroyed by its ac- 
tivities there. 


W h a t is believed to be the same tor- 
nado, caused 
damage 
estimated 
at 
$50,000 a t Success, forty miles north 
of Liittle Rock, Ark., and caused severe 
losses of property at both Dardanelle 
and Danville, Ark. 


The tornado by its peculiarity of 
Jumping from town to town resembled 
greatly the one which two weeks ago 
struck central Arkansas, causing the 
loss of seventeen lives.

The studies for the first six months 
of this year are devoted to the gospel 
of John; the remaining portion of the 
year to II Kings, Ezra, and Nehemiah, 
being a study with the prophets. One 
year from now we begin the new 
"graded 
uniform 
lessons" 
recently 
adopted by the reorganized Interna- 
tional Lesson committee. 


John was younger than his brother, 
James, and lived to be the oldest of the 
apostles, dying somewhere between A. 
D. 95 and 98. 
His name 
means 
"Peace," though he Is surnamed the 
"son of thunder" (Mark 3:17). 
Five 
Of the New Testament books bear his 
name. He blended the gentleness of a 
dove with the force and vision of an 
eagle." The purpose of his gospel is 
clearly stated (ch. 20:31). Only about 
8 per cent of it is found in the other 
three gospels. 
Seventy-six times the 
word "witness" is used. 
The word 
"fiither" occurs 140 times and the 
name "Jesus" 240 times. 
' 


I. The Word (vv. 1-5). Words utter 
thoughts; a word is an expression of 
an inaudible end invisible thing. As 
tlie Word, Christ is Creator (ch. 14:9; 
8:19), h(! is the source of light. "The 
word is God heard; the life is God felt, 
i and the light is God seen"—Moody. 
This eternally existing person is called 
the Word because in him God fully ex- 
presses or reveals himself. The Bible 
is the written word because in it God 
speaks and reveals himself 
through, 
this person who is the eternal Word 
(Hob. 1:3). The first verse brings out 
the fact that there are at least two 
persons in the Godhead, the one divine 
person in company with whom the 
word was, and the word, himself, was 
God; that is, was also a divine per- 
son. He who by his incarnation be- 
came our brother and our savior was 
first our creator and the creator of all 
things, and apart from him not any- 
thing came into existence. The Word 
did not become the light of men by his 
Inournation in .Tesus of Nazareth. He 
was ever the Light of Men. The light 
that shone in the Old Testament time 
shone from him. When sin came, night 
came. 


il. The Witness (vv. 6-10). John the 
Baptizer came for a witness. He was 
not the light. 
Some 
might 
have 
thought him to be the promised Mes- 
siah. This he denied. He was a lampi 
which held forth light to men concern- 
ing the true light "which lighteth every 
man that cometh into tlie world." He 
reilected light (v. 8). John told all that 
he knew. 
Testimony will expand as 
experience 
enlarges. 
The spoken : 
word of man must confirm the experi- ' 
ence of the word in our lives. 
John 
was a wonderful man, a man whom. 
God delighted to honor, but he was a' 
man. Men are not asked to believe . 
blindly, but always upon an abundance ! 
of testimony. 
i • 


; 
III. The World (vv. 11-14). This i 
n'orld was created by Jesus, and 
, throughout its existence he has been 
in the world, though the world knew 
him not. This living light had been 
coming Into the world, and was not 
fully come until he was manifest to 
Israel at the baptismal act of John. 
In order to be made manifest the 
"Word was made flesh" in the person 
of Jesus. The world did not apprehend 
the light (v. 5) nor did the world which 
he was in and which was made by him 
(v. 10). Even his own people, literally 
his o%vn household servants, i. e. Israel, 
received him not to themselves, but 
whoever receives him, even the vilest 
sinner of earth, and takes him into hia 
heart to be all Jesus desired to be, sa- 
vior, lord, teacher, friend, that instant 
he becomes a child of God. We cannot 
attempt to explain this mystery. The 
union of spirit and body was in one 
person, a sample fact; though unex- 
plained, still true. The union of God 
with a human body, forming one per- 
son, Christ Jesus, sometimes spoken of 
separately, 
sometimes as a whole, 
sometimes as divine, sometimes as hu- 
man. We cannot divide his activities 
Into two sections and say this is divine 
and this is human; they are inexpli- 
cably blended into one. This Christ 
really dwelt among us. He did not 
merely appear to some persons, or 
come in a vision, and yet his abode 
among us was only temporary, only a 
few years, .nnd we beheld his glory, the 
glory of the only begotten Son. The 
world expected a Messiah and h\s own 
creation, his own inheritance received 
him not, rejected him, opposed him, 
crucified him, their lord, savior, king 
and messlah. Those who received him 
and believed on his name became sons. 


To be a child of God we must be 
born into the nature and character of 
God, Into his spiritual life. We are 
members of his family. 


We are heirs of all things through 
him, his joy, his love, his character and 
his blessing and the privileges of work- 
ing for him and with him. We become 
heirs by being born of God, not of 
blood, physical descent nor Inheritance, 
for the best of parents cannot bestow 
this gift upon their children. 


Not by our own efforts or exertions 
nor the will of the flesh, not by the 
will of men, through wisdom and man's 
hizhest Dowers of intellect, but of God,

William Jennings Bryan believes the 
churches in this country should help 
get together the warring nations in 
Europe. 
The fact is some American 
churche^ are still torn apart because of 
the civil war. 


Baptists, Methodists and Presbyte- 
rians—ami3ng the leading denomina- 
tions in this coimtry, have northern 
and 
southern 
branches, 
because 
of 
that war, whicli, in most particulars, 
are as far apart as though they were 
separate denominations. 


They do not disagree on matters of 
doctrine 
or 
government—they 
just 
can't get together—that's all. 


The great mass of people in the 
north and south welded their Interests 
a long time ago because of economic, 
commercial, 
or 
political 
necessity. 
Thus far the churches have had no 
similar compelling power to consoli- 
date them. 
They apparently had no 
sufficiently common social cause which 
made it imperative for them to work 
together. 


They have been occupied largely in 
pui-ely philosophical discussions and 
evangelistic 
programs 
which 
dealt 
almost entirely with individuals and 
scarcely at all with the great social 
obligations of society. 


The reason the churches of Europe 
seem to have failed in this great crisis 
is because they had for generations

H. Brooke Sale Addresses 
Members of Quest Club 
Friday Noon. 


A successful business should have 
those basic qualities which, as they are 
used, automatically insure the future 
of a business, H. Brooke Sale, vice 
president of Hoffman Brothers com- 
pany, told members of the Quest club 
Fi'iday noon at a meeting of the Com- 
mercial club. 
His suDject was: "In- 
suring the Future of a Business." 
J. 
B. Franke led in the discussion of the 
paper. 


Mr. Sale's Paper. 


Mr. Sale spoke in part as follows: 
"I don't know that I can begin this 
paper better than to refer to the old 
receipt for rabbit pie. 


"First Catch Your Rabbit." 


"Unless the business is one of real 
true merit (that is, the rabbit is young 
and fat.) it is not worth insuring. But 
granted that the business has the nec- 
essary qualifications worthy of being 
insured, then the greatest problems 
facing it are to establish such basic 
policies that it will automatically in- 
sure its futurity. 


"To 
outline 
the 
different depart- 
ment policies under the following sub- 
divisions, seems to be my task: 
Or- 
ganization, 
finance, 
selling, advertis- 
ing, buying and manufacturing. 


"There will, no doubt, be exception 
taken to the order in which I have 
named these.. . My reasons for naming 
them in the order given ai-e as follows: 


"If an orgajiization is not first ac- 
complished, there is little on which 
the 
various . elements . of 
successful 
business can be hung. 


Must Be Properl,v Financed. 


"If not properly finai~ced, the organ- 
ization will not have the confidence of 
its individuals, nor be able to com- 
- mand the respect of its customers or 
those from whom it purchases its raw 
material. 
These two I consider the 
basic foundation of a business. 
Brains 
(organization) and 
money (finance.) 
The rest of the classifications I have 
given are primarily sub-divisions of or- 
ganization. 


"I have named selling first—for the 
reason that, in these days of com- 
petition, if. the best lírá-ins and en- 
ergies of an organization are not di- 
rected to selling, 
then 
the product 
(unless it be one of a highly special- 
ized article,) must drop down to a 
purely competitive basis, which means 
primarily—buying the raw material 
at the lowest possible cost and manu- 
facturing by the most modern and ap- 
proved methods." 
. "In advertising we find the partner 
of the salesman. 


"Buying being the ne.xt most neces- 
sarj' adjunct of the manufacturing, I 
consider next in order, for, unless the 
raw material is properly bought—by 
which I mean with intelligence—then, 
no matter how much energy is exerted, 
the handio.ip of poor buying cannot 
be overcome by the manufacturing 
department. 


"Xo doubt many of you have taken 
exception 
to placing 
manufacturing 
last, but isn't it, after all, just the plain 
pi-oblem of using the power in the very 
best way to accomplish the work and 
isn't this a tangible problem of which 
the many elements to be accomplished 
are before its head and can be readily 
changed when the method employed 
has been (or can be) superseded by a 
simpler and cheaper method which is 
developed by experience 
and 
more 
modern imi-rovements of machinery? 


"In considering this subject I have 
tried to look upon it as one who is 
about to.embark in a new business, 
and not as applying primarily to my 
own )>u.sines.s. 


"Organization: This is the keystone 
to all successful business, and, when 
properly organized, is not the future 
»f the business insured? 


Wi^t Oi'ganizrttlon Means. 


••'195' organization I mean such ex- 
ecutives selected as will, in co-opera- 
tion, formulate policies that are of 
Buch a character that a business must 
earn money. 
By this is implied that 
the head 
of 
the 
business has 
the 
knowledge of human nature and of 
those with whom he surrounds him- 
self, that the work of the different de- 
partments will function much as the 
organs of the hum^tn body perform 
their various duties and produce what 
we are pleased to call 'man.' This ex- 
ecutive can do, and must do, what no

Retiring California Senator 
Turns Verbal Fire on 
President. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 5.—With an 
arraignment of President Wilson's ad- 
ministration and of what he called 
decadence in American society and 
government. Senator Works of Cali- 
fornia, who retires March 4, began 
a valedictory speech yesterday in the 
senate. 
He deplored a "tendency to- 
ward centralized, unchecked and un- 
limited" power on the part of Presi- 
dent Wilson, denounced profiigacy of 
wealth, recommended that the idle 
rich be compelled by law to work and 
urged formation of a new progressive 
political party, known as the "Liberty 
party." 


Recess for the night interrupted the 
speech after two hours and the sena- 
tor will conclude today. 


Wilson Practical Dictator. 


Senator Works declared usurpation 
of power by the president had amount- 
ed "practically to a dictatorship." Re- 
ferring to executive pressure on leg- 
^islation he said: 


"If this kind of executive coercion is 
persisted in and submitted to by Con- 
gress, tlien our goverument is no longer 
a government of the people. It is not a 
democracy. It i.s not a republic. It is a 
despotism worse than any known mon- 
archy." 


He reviewed the Wilson administration 
in great detail. In urging repeal of the 
Panama free tolls clause, he said, the 
president had "descended to the level of 
a common lobbyist," and the submission 
of congi;ess, he described as a "humili 
ating spectacle." 
Efforts to force the 
shipping bill, he said, were "shameful,- 
adding that the reserve act was passed 
by "presidential dictation 
and 
caucus 
rule," and the cliild labor bill by "humili- 
ating lobbying for political reasons, the 
president being a political candidate.' 


Calls Action Arrogant. 


The president's insistence on passage 
of the Adamson act, Senator Works de- 
clared, was "deplorable," while the re- 
cent confirmation , of a supreme court 
justice furnished a "shocking example 
of unwarranted influence." 


"The course of the president in Mex- 
ico," he continued, "has been one of ar- 
rogant and arbitrary, if not unlawful, ex- 
ercise of power. Twice bas-the president 
appointed commissioners, without lawful 
authority to negotiate with commission- 
ers appoihted .by Carranza to settle our 
relations with Mexico." 


The senator also denoimced the Pres- 
ident's appointment of personal repre- 
sentatives in Mejcico, and said that the 
United States had twice gone to war 
with MeMCo without the 
sanction 
of 
congress.

extent of America's power." 


By a strict party vote, 41 to 27, the 
senate today agreed to the motion of 
Senator Hitchcock to

The vote makes the resolution 
the regular business of the senate. 


Senator Gallinger, minority leader, 
after conference with republican sen- 
ators, submitted a substitute to say: 
"That the senate of the United States 
in the interest of humanity and civiliza- 
tion expresses the sincere hope that 
just and permanent peace between the 
warring nations of Europe may be con- 
summated at an early date and ap- 
proves all proper eifforts to secure that 
end." 


Senator Lewis, apparently referring to 
the submarine situation, declared: "Do 
you feel that the people of this nation 
are in such temper that they can ever 
again allow any commaiider of ships, 
any captains of army, any officer of <Up- 
lomacy, to visit upon this country an 
injury to a citizen or property and es- 
cape on an excuse of misconception of 
orders or zeal of an, officer ? 


"If these conditions again be re- 
peated," he continued, "America will 
not again a:c6ept;that foriii of apology 
and (Will¡resent and punish to, the full 
extent of her! power.

Over 28,000 Killed During 
Past Year by Snakes and 
Wild Animals. 


Simla, India, Dec. 1.— (Correspon- 
dence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Press.)— 
More than 28,000 people were killed 
by snakes and wild animals in British 
India last year. 
The government re- 
ports show that 1,923 persons, were 
slain by tigers and other beasts, and 


26,385 perished" through being bitten 
by reptiles, an increase over the pre- 
vious year of 3.700 deaths met in this 
niannei;. 
No figures are available for 
the native states with their popula- 
tion of some 90,000,000. 


During the past five years elephants, 
tigers and other animals have killed 
9,192 people in Briti.sh India, and, of 
these, tigers have claimed a toll of 
3,fi82. 
In the same period 
116,828 
persons have died as the 
result 
of 
snake bites.

Should we permit these nationalities 
to come into our country lArestrir ted, 
giving them the pri\ liege of purchas- 
ing land on the same basis as native 
Americans now hold' it, we would only 
be loading ourselves down with the re- 
sponsibility of another race ppobleni, 
similar to the one we are confront- 
ing in the south today. 


It was to avoid the possibility of any 
siich contingency that the alien lanrl 
law of 19ia was passed by the Cali- 
fornia legislature. 
This measure pro- 
vides that no alien not .eligible to citi- 
zenship has the right to own 4and in 
C-alifornia. 


The stability of our democracy rests 
on the elimination of class, cohesion 
of races, and a united purpose regard- 
ing ideals. 
If a race totally different 
from our own is allowed to gain a foot- 
ing in this country, to own our land on 
equal terms, and is yet unable to meet 
us on equal terms socially and econom- 
ically surely we are victimizing our- 
selves and 
fostering a condition 
in 
which lurks the direst peril to our na- 
tion as an institution. 
Such a condi- 
tion would strike at the very foundation 
of the republic. 


The gentlemen's agreement, by which 
it is understood that Japan will not 
give passports to its coolie or laborinsr 
class, has the effect of protecting us 
from an Influx of cheap laborers and 
undesirable yellow men. And the Cali- 
fornia alien land law gives to Japan- 
ese already in this country exactly the 
same privileges which are extended to 
Americans in the empire 
of 
Japan. 
Americans are not permitted to ov.'n 
agricultural land in Japan, therefore 
why should the Japanese be given the 
right to possess farms h e r e ? ' 


The American-born childreli of sub- 
jects of 
the Mikado 
in the 
United 
States, however, ai-e entitled to land 
on exactly the same terms as are tho 
children of American citizens. 
And 
no law can be drafted which will pro- 
hibit such Americari-bdrn Japanese or 
other races frpm holding land' just a.i 
other American citizens do. 
Such a 
measure 
would 
be 
unconstitutional. 
This matter is specifically covered by 
the fourteenth and 
fifteenth 
an^end- 
ments to the constitution of the United 
States. 


This would preclude the possibility 
of any other statute being enacted to 
take the place of the present alien land 
law. 
As the law now stands, it is not 
possible for forpign-born Japaneio to 
own agricultural property in the state 
of California.

last fall on a strict law enforcement 
platform. An his instructions to the

motion picture shows on Sunday, the

have been played here almost nightly. 
It is said that all kinds of gambling de- 
vices have been in operation, from 
plain poker to the biggest of "big 
bank" games. 


As Prosecutor Murphy has been one 
of the leaders in the law-enforcement 
movement here, it is believed tha:t a 
general crusade will start against all 
forms of lawlessness. 
It is under- 
stood that an,effort will be made to 
stop the playing of all card games and 
the operation of punch boards in cigar 
stands and hotels. 


Judge Thompson also recommended 
that the grand jury investigate as to 
the dodging of taxes, suggesting that 
if some of the wealthy tax dodgers 
were Indicted the taxes of the com- 
mon people would be lowered by the 
growing tax duplicate.

Billik was met at the penitentiary by 
his son, Herman, jr., a Chicago maoliin- 
ist, and a newspaper man activc in the 
fight for Billik's pardon, 
which was 
granted by Governor Dimne as one of 
the last acts of his administration. • 


Driven with his son in an automobile 
to Cliicago, Billik was met here by his 
attorney, Francis E. Hinckley, who with 
the new.spaper man and Father Peter J. 
O'Callaghan, formerly 
of St. Mary's 
church, has fought ceaselessly for Billik's 
pardon. 


Of Jerry Vrzal, admittedly whose per- 
jured testimony was a big factor in con- 
victing him, and of others, Billik said: 


"Every day of the eight years I was 
in the penitentiary I Iiave struggled to 
forgive those whose falsehoods sent me 
here. I have conquered. I forgive them 
all. I hate no man." 


It was Vrzal's admission that he had 
perjured himself to convict Billik of tiie 
murder of one of the five members of the 
Vrzal family, who died by poison, that 
won Billik his first reprieve and finally 
his pardon.

—The love affair of Princess Louise, of 
Belgium, and her former riding mas-

the Austro-Hungarian cavalry, had ah 
intei-esting aftermath recently 
when 
the count was ordered to leave Buda- 
pest for "political reasons." 
He was 
ordered to reirov? to his n.-^tive town in 
Croatia, but eleventh-hour intercession 
by Dr. Visontai, the legal adviser of 
Princess Louise, influenced the police 
to permit Matassich to remain in the 
capital under surveilance. 


Back of the action lies the continued 
endeavor of the family of the princess 
to separate her from Matassich, who 
eloi.ed with her when she was the wife 
of Prince Philip of 
Saxe-Coburg 
in 
1896. 
Some time ago the family sug- 
gested that the princess place herself 
voluntarily 
under 
guardianship 
but 
the princess has not yet consented to 
this. 
She was not permitted to live in 
either Vienna or Budapest, but finally 
obtained 
permission 
to 
reside 
in 
Munich, where she now is. 
It is con- 
sidered unlikely that Count Matassich 
will be given permission 
to 
go 
to 
Munich, so that for the duration of vhe 
war, at least, the couple will be sep- 
arated. 


Princess Louise is the oldest daugh- 
ter of the late King Leopold of Bel- 
gium. 
In 1875 she married 
Prince 
Philip of Saxe-Coburg, who was four- 
teen years her senior, when she was 
17. 
She was 35 when she met Count 
Matassich, who was employed as her 
riding master, and soon their relations 
became the scandal of Europe. 
Short- 
ly after the elopement Count Matassich 
was arrested, cnargc-ci with forgery in 
aiding 
Princess 
Louise 
to 
swindle 
Vienna moneylenders by cashing notes 
with the forged signature of Princess 
Stephanie. 
He spent 
term in prison, 
while the princess was confined for sev- 
eral years in a sanitarium, from which 
she escaped in a sensational manner 
and returned to her lover, while Prince 
Philip brought suit for and obtained 
absolute divorce.

With the 
French Army 
in Alsace, 
Dec. 20.— (Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press.)—French has replaced 
Alsatian dialect and German as the 
language in that portion of Aisace re- 
stored to Fi-ench 
as 
the 
result of 
French military successes. 
So soon 
as the blue-clad soldiers occupied the 
villages and towns German signs were 
torn down from 
the 
fronts of the 
stores and replace " by French. 
Fin- 
ger posts along the roads were altered 
and directions at grade crossings over 
the 
railroad 
tracks 
were 
changed. 
Restaui-ant bills of fare were written 
in French instead of German. 
The 
titles of public offices were painted 
over and new designations put in their 
place. 
Prices also were tx-ansformed 
into francs and centimes from marks 
and pfennings. 


Most of the municipal officials un- 
der German rule were of Prussian or- 
igin and fled with the German troops. 
The other male inhabitants^most of 
them very old or very young, ^s all 
those of military age had been either 
taken into the Germa- army or had 
fled to France—had never had exper- 
ience of local government and were in- 
capable of undertaking the public util- 
ities or caring for the health or sani- 
tary condition of the people. 
It was 
found necessary to appoint French ad- 
ministrators and these were chosen 
from among officers who had been 
wounded in the war or who had fall- 
en sick during the campaiigrn. 
In one 
locality a military mayor was nomi- 
nated. 
He was a captain who had lost 
his right arm In battle. For two years 
he has carried out the functions of his 
office so successfully that the citizens 
governed by him declare they have 
never been more wisely ruled. 


One of the flrst tasks undertaken 
was to set again In motion the educa- 
tional system which had been Inter- 
rupted hy the hostilities. 
Claases were 
formed for the children of both isexes 
and these were place^: in charge of 
sisters of a rellf^lous order which de- 
votes ' Itself to education. 
There was 
áome difficulty at firs* owing to the 
pupils knowing 
no 
other language 
than their local dialect. 
They showed 
such 
zeal, 
however, 
In 
acquiring 
French that within a few weeks the 
w(tra ablo t* carry o*a t}aa 


lessons. When Prince Arthur, of Con- 
naught, recently visited the classes he 
was amazed 
at the 
change brought 
about in so short a time. 


French officials and the people of 
Alsace themselves ascribe the readi- 
ness of the Alsatians to adopt French 
ideas and educatio:. to the fact that 
they have in pai-t realized their dream 
of being rejoined to France. 
At any 
rate, it is patent fact that, although 
they are still within sound of the Ger- 
man guns, everybody in the recon- 
quered territory 
at 
present speaks 
French. 
The children at their games 
on the streets use nothing but French 
expressions. 
Workmen 
and 
work- 
women going to and from the fac- 
tories and while engaged there rarely 
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—and then only in case of elderly peo- 
ple who cannot change their lifelong 
habits—utter a word in anything ex- 
cept French. 
In the cafes and hotels 
and in the stores Frcnch is every- 
where used, while in the 6hurches the 
sermons are now preached In French.

Eleven Dead After Storm 


Oklahoma. 


Muskogee, Okla., Jan. 5.—A total of 


eleven dead and the Injury of a num- 
ber who aro expected to die was the 
report today from the district which 
was swept by a tornado yesterday. All 
the dead were school children ranging 
In age from 6 to 18. The loss of life 
and the bulk of the property damage 
occurred In the valley town of Vireton, 
Okla., thirteen miles northwest of Mc- 
Alester. 


Preparations were being made for 


the noon dismissal of the country 
school here when the tornado entered 
the valley and swooped down upon 
the village. 
The school house was 


carried off its foundation and scream- 
Ing children and timbers were hurled 
through the air by the fury of the 
wind. 


Bodies Hurled Par. 


Bodies were picked up a hundred 


yards from where the school house 
stood, they being blown across a ra- 
vine and well up on the opposite hill 
side. 


Of the twenty-nine persons within 


the building only two escaped injury. 
Four are believed to be so badly in- 
jured that they cannot recover. The 
teacher. Miss Vera Carter, at first be- 
yeved to have been killed, sustained 
a double fracture of the jaw besides 
other painful injuries. 
She Is ex- 


pected to recover: The Choctaw In- 
dian mission at Vireton was destroyed 
and virtually all the residences suf- 
fered from the storm, 


Other Regions Suffer. 


Before reaching Vireton the tornado 


struck at Richsville, Okla., seven miles 
southwest, wrecking a boiler room 
aud a tipple at a coal mine there. It 
then lifted and did no further damage 
until Vireton was reached. 


Quinton, Okla., twenty miles, north 


of Vireton, also suffered from the Tor- 
nado. Seven persons were injured and 
five houses were destroyed by its a.a- 
tivities there. 


What is believed to be the same tor- 


nado, caused 
damage 
estimated at 


$50,000 at Success, forty miles north 
of Little Rock, Ark,, and caused severe 
losses of property at both Dardanelle 
and Danville, Ark. 


The tornado by Its peculiarity of 


jumping from town to town resembled 
greatly the one which two weeks ago 
struck central Arkansas, causing the 
loss of seventeen lives.

sible for the death of the girl, they are 
not ready to believe that the crime 
was premeditated. It is their belief, 
they say, the tragedy was the result 
of a quarreli cither over jewelry, 
money or jealousy aroused by the at- 
tention of other men. 


Miss Ethel and Mabel Kyle, the

Lewis for a year and who furnished 
his name to the 
police when they 


learned that he had become connected 
with the case, were still suffering from 
shock today over the murder revela- 
tions and the suicide of their friend.

and have allowed surface water to 
enter near the top of tha wells. 


It Is very probable that tho river 


is finding Its way Into the wells. Diggs 
says. This bellof is strengthened from 
the fact that rix-er water would be 
most likely to contain tho quantity of 
colon bacilli found in latest samples 
of the city water. Bottom of the river 
In not frozen us in tho surface of the 
ground and would let tho water seep 
into, the underground streams, Diggs 
shows. 


Diggs will return to Fort Wayne tho 


first of next week whether he finds the 
samples taken on Friday to bo either 
good or bad. If the water is now pure 
he wants to know why it was polluted 
last week. The state department will 
demand a remedy for such a condi- 
tion, ho says. 


Diggs advises that drinking faucets 


be kept closed in all schools of the 
city and that vigilance be kept over 
business places whore city water 
might bo dispensed. It is the only, 
way to safeguard the city health, he 
sa ys. 


Visits Many Cities. 


State Chemist Diggs visits many 


Indiana cities1 every year In tho inter- 
est of the state department. He was 
called to Noblesville last winter when 
an Ice jam knocked off the top of the 
city wells and allowed the river water 
to tlow directly into the wells. New 
raps on the wells proved the remedy 
there. 


Diggs has been in the state chem- 


istry department three years. He aids 
in testing water supply of 2,000 Indi- 
ana cities. 
He graduated from De- 


Pauw university five years ago. 


Diggs will take water samples from 


private wells, especially In the west 
end, next week if the health board ad- 
vises such action, he says. 
Health 


officials expect to ask for such a test. 


"Water will not be shut off in nny 


part of the city system unless the con- 
dition becomes most acute. There will 
be no cause for bringing about such 
a discomforting state if citizens will 
obey the health order of "boil water," 
it is given out. 


No case of typhoid fever has shown 


up in the city sinco the state of pol- 
luted water was discovered.

Mabel Kyle to their home in German- 
town last Thursday night, as the man 
he later took to Miss Colbert's apart- 
ment. Philadelphia detectives, who 
went to Atlantic City last night, say 
that Lewis' hair matches that found 
clutched In the dead girl's hand and 
that Lewis was found to be wearing a 
woman's undershirt which corres- 
ponds oxactly to garments worn by 
Miss Colbert. A blood stained hand- 
kerchief was found in his pocketbook. 
Lewis left no written statement, how- 
ever, as far as could be learned. 


Regard Mystery as Solved. 


In view of these developments, the 


authorities say they feel that the mys- 
tery virtually has been solved. 
At 


the same time It was declared, several 
men who were friends of Miss Colbert 
and were suspected of having knowl- 
edge of the crime will bo kept under 
surveillance until there is absolutely 
no doubt regarding their connection 
with the case. 


In their efforts to solve the mystery 


the police had questionod many young 
men prominent In the social and busi- 


ness life of Philadelphia. 
Several of 


them admitted' that they had known 
the girl and some said they had been 
among her admirers. 
The explana- 


tion of all except two or throe was sat- 
isfactory to the detectives and their 
names were not made public. 


Maintain Lewis' Innocence. 


The Misses Kyle, through whom the 


police learned 
of 
Lev.-iB' identity, 


maintain that he is innocent of the 
murder and that he committed suicide 
because he believed his reputation had 
been ruined. "Mr. Lewis was the vic- 
tim of a ghastly blunder," said one 
of the school teachers. 


"I still believe he was innocent. I 


know that he was an honorable man. 
He read that he had tieon drawn into 
the mystery and ended his life because 
he had lost hope of extricating him- 
self and because ho thought his repu- 
tation had been ruined. He had tele- 
phoned us every day since the murder 
occurred, but it was not until late yes- 
terday that he showed any signs of 
being worried about the affair. 
He 


called up three times yesterday and 
at 4 o'clock, the hour cf his last call, 
he seemed excited, but protested his 
innocence. 'Isn't this horrible,' he 
said. 'I don't know what to do to 
stop this notoriety.' He said that he 
had placed the matter In the hands of 
a lawyer and that everything would 
be all right." 


His Arrest Was Near. 


Less than five hours after this con- 


versation Lewis- had shot himself as 
he was about to be arrested. That he 
had anticipated arrest and he had 
made preparations to end his life was 
indicated by the fact that the 2 2-cal- 
iber rifle that he used for the deed 
was new. He had pinned a towel over 
the transom of his bed room door and 
on the bureau was a box o£ cartridges 
and an extra cartridge lay on the win- 
dow ledge within his reach In the 
bath room. 


Several newspapers containing ac- 


counts of the Colbert murder were 
found in his room. He had little lug- 
gage and only about $6 in cash was 
found in his pockets. According to 
the owners of the hotel he arrived 
there at 10 o'clock at night and had 
appeared rather morose and uncom- 
municative.

The studies for the first six months 


ot this year are devoted to the gospel 
of John; the remaining portion of tha 
year to II Kings, Ezra and Nehemiah, 
being a study with the prophets. On« 
year from now we begin the new 
"graded uniform lessons" recently, 
adopted by the reorganized Interna- 
tional Lesson committee. 


John was younger than his brother, 


James, and lived to he the oldest of the 
apostles, dying somewhere between A. 
D. 95 and 98. 
His name means 


"Peace," though he is surnamed the 
"son of thunder" (Mark 3:17). Five 
of the New Testament books bear his 
name. He blended the gentleness of a 
dove with the force and vision of an 
eagle." The purpose of his gospel Is 
clearly stated (ch. 20:31). Only about 
8 per cent of It is found In the other 
three gospels.. Seventy-sir times the 
word "witness" Is used. The -word 
"father" occurs 140 times and the 
name "Jesus" 240 times. 


I. The Word (vr. 1-5). Words Utter 


thoughts; a word is an expression of 
an inaudible and invisible thing. As 
the Word, Christ is Creator (ch. 14:9; 
8:19), he Is the source of light. "The 
word is God heard; the life is God felt, 
and the llglit Is God seen"—Moody. 
This eternally existing person is called 
the Word because In him God fully ex- 
presses or reveals himself. The Bible 
Is the written word because in It God 
speaks and reveals himself through, 
this person who Is the eternal Word 
(Hcb. 1:3). 
The first verse brings out 


the fact that there are at least two 
persons In the Godhead, the one divine 
person in company with whom the 
word was, and the word, himself, was 
God; that is, was also a divine per- 
son. He who by his incarnation be- 
came our brother and our savior was 
first our creator and the creator of all 
things, and apart from him not any- 
thing came Into existence. The Word 
dltl not become the light of men by his 
Incarnation in .Tcsus of Nazareth. Ho 
was ever the Light of Men. The light 
that shone in the Old Testament time 
shone from him. When sin came, night 
came.

II. The Wltnew (w. 6-10). John the 


1 Baptlzer came for a witness. He was 


not the light. 
Some might have 


thought him to be the promised Mcs- 
Blah. This he denied. He wns a lamp, 
which held forth light to men concern- 
Ing the true light "which lighteth every 
uian that cometh into" the world." Ho 
rellectcd light (v. 8). John told all that 
he knew. Testimony will expand as 
experience 
enlarges.

word of man must confirm the experi- 
ence of the word in our lives. John 
was n wonderful man, a man whom. 
God delighted to honor, but he was a 
man. Men ore not asked to believe 
blindly, but always upon an abundance 
of testimony.

111. The World (w. 11-14). This 


world was created by Jesus, and 
throughout Its existence he has been 
In the world, though the world knew 
him not. 
This living light had beea 


coming Into • the world, and was not 
fully come until he was manifest to 
Israel at the baptismal act of John. 
In order to be made manifest the 
"Word was made flesh" In the person 
of Jesus. The world did not apprehend 
the light (v. 5) nor did the world which 
he was In and which was made by him 
(v. 10). Even his own people, literally 
his own household servants, 1. e. Israel, 
received htm not to themselves, but 
whoever receives him, even the vilest 
sinner of earth, and takes him Into his 
heart to be all Jesus desired to be, sa- 
vior, lord, teacher, friend, that Instant 
he becomes a child of God. We cannot 
attempt to explain this mystery. The 
union of spirit and body was in one 
person, a sample fact; though unex- 
plained, still true. The union of God 
with a human body, forming one per- 
son, Christ Jesus, sometimes spoken of 
separately, sometimes as a whole, 
sometimes as divine, sometimes as hu- 
man. 
We cannot divide his activities 


into two sections and say this is divine 
and this is human; they are Inexpli- 
cably blended into one. This Christ 
really dwelt among us. He did not 
merely appear to some persons, or 
come in a vision, and yet his abode 
among us was only temporary, only a 
few years, nnd we beheld his glory, the 
glory of the only begotten Son. Tha 
world expected a Messiah and his own 
creation, his own inheritance received 
him not, rejected him, opposed him, 
crucified him, their lord, savior, king 
and messlah. Those who received him 
and believed on his name became sons. 


To be a child of God we must be 


born into the nature and character of 
God, into his spiritual life. We are 
members of his family. 


We are heirs of all things through 


him, his joy, his love, his character and 
his blessing and the privileges of work- 
ing for him and with him. We become' 
heirs by being born of God, not of 
blood, physical descent nor Inheritance, 
for the best of parents cannot bestow 
this gift upon their children.

will of men, through wisdom and man's 
blithest Dowers of intellect, but of God.

Twenty Thousand Destined 


to Go There Within Next 


Four Years. - 


Toklo, Dec. 10.—(Correspondence 


of the Associated Press.)—The Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, Japan's largest steam- | 
ship company, has concluded an agree- 
ment with the South American Emi-1 
gration union for the transportation 
of 20,000 Japanese emigrants to South 
America within tour years from 1917. 
The company has also decided to open 
regular quarterly service between Ja- 
pan and South America with ships ot 
about 6,000 tons each. They will pro- 
ceed by way of South Africa, but the 
homeward bound, route has not yet 
been selected. 


Baron Kondo, president of the com- 


pany, which has just declared A divi- 
dend of 28 per cent., Issues a wa\ ling 
that tho current shipping boom\ vlll 
be greatly changed after the *. ir, 
when all the ships now used as rAill- 
tary transports return to the carrying 
trade. In the meantime he declared 
the great increase in the cost of coal 
and other necessities wo.uld cut heavily 
Into shipping profits. 


During the last six months the com- 


pany, which owns 99 steamers and 
has ten others under charter, has 
transported a cargo approximating 
2,470,000 tons and more than 137,000 
passengers.

the president said the shipments from 
China showed a falling off, but that 
Japan's export trade with the United 
States, and the shipments of steel and 
otton to tar eastern countries, were 
emarkably large.

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Ralston's Final Message. 


Before the joint session of the Indiana assembly on Thursday 


Governor Samuel M. Ealston, who Trill in a few days retire by reason 
of the expiration of his term of office, delivered his final utterance of 
this character as the chief executive of Indiana. ' Speaking with the 
sxperience of four years in the governor's chair behind him, and with 
ao possible temptation to be actuated, consciously or unconsciously, 
by temporary expediency, what he had-to say should be of especial 
. value to the state at this time. Unfortunately, however, it is human 
nature to pay rather more heed to the probable course of the incom- 
ing official than to the advice of the one who is retiring. There is, 
\ve think, danger of appraising too lightly the value of the conclusions 
ind the recommendations of Governor Ralston. 


Some items in his message are of especial importance. He de- 


ilares his belief that the state's affairs are now in condition so that, 
without militating against the efficiency of any department, there 
might well be a reduction of three cents on the state tax levy, con- 
stituting a saving of $600,000 each year to the taxpayers of Indiana. 
He advises the divorcing of the state banking department from the 
state-auditor's department and its administration on a non-partisan 
basis. He would have additional industries provided for the inmates 
oE the state penal farm, a protective reserve deposited with the state 
by risk companies writing compensation insurance, a more effective 
-law for the impeachment of recreant public officials, a state highway 
board organized on a non-partisan basis, additional power for the 
tax board in the enforcement of tax laws, a national guard and state 
armory erected on the state fair grounds, and,'among other things, 
pleads for constitutional revision to be effected through a constitu- 
tional convention, the delegates thereto to be elected when partisan 
issues are not considered and the convention deliberations to be free 
from partisan politics. 


The message is a dispassionate summing up of: the more important 


reforms which four years in the governor's chair have convinced Mr.' 
Ralston that Indiana needs. It ought to be considered on precisely 
that basis by the new legislature to which it was addressed.

Safety First; Boil the Water 


Temporary contamination of Port Wayne's water supply by sccp- 


»ge which has in some-manner gotten into the mains, probably through 
defect at or near one of the pumping stations, has been definitely es- 
tablished by chemical analysis of water samples. Whether it shall 
prove to be as serious as is now feared, or whether it shall happily be 
a. condition which can be quickly remedied, the first duty of every 
user of city water is clear. BOIL THE WATER THOROUGHLY. 
That is the urgent admonition of the health authorities, and com- 
pliance is declared to be absolutely imperative if disease from this 
source is to be avoided. Take no chances. You cannot afford to sniff 
.contemptuously and regard the health department's order as either 
a mere fad or as an unnecessary scare. We think the city authorities 
realize fully the gravity of the duty confronting them in eliminating 
contaminating conditions from the city's water supply, and we are 
confident they will proceed earnestly and with all possible speed. 
Meantime, do your part in the emergency. Boil every drop of the 
water used either for drinking or for domestic purposes. 


A New York minister wrote to 


Thomas A. Edison, among other prom- 
inent men, asking him what are tho 
greatest safeguards against tempta- 
tion. 
Edison replied: 


"If I were to hazard a guess as to 


what young people should do to avoid 
temptation, It would be to get a job 
find work at it so hard that tempta- 
tion would not exist for 4them."

•Another man who is doing a different 
kind of work—a kind out of which he 
can extract pleasure? 


The truth is that there are two kinds 


of work—one kind scarce and desira- 
ble, and another kind plentiful and 
not so desirable. There is a kind of 
work that produces pleasure to the 
worker as well as to the man who con- 
sumes the produce of that worker; 
and there is another kind of work 
that produces something far Irom

produce the good things required for 
consumption.

$ Can the Churches 
| 
Stop the Big War? 
i 
- '^--- - ^yrrrnsEna 


William Jennings Bryan believes the 


churches in this country should help 
get together the warring nations in 
Europe. 
The fact is some American 


churches arc still torn apart because of 
the civil war. 


Baptists, Methodists and Presbyte- 


rians-—among the leading denomina- 
tions in this country, have northern 
.and southern branches, because of 
that war, which, iu most particulars, 
are as far apart as though they were 
separate denominations. 


They do not disagree on matters of 


doctrine or government—-they just 
can't get together—that's all. 


The great mass of people in the 


north and south welded their interests 
a long time ago because of economic, 
commercial, 
or 
political 
necessity. 


Thus far the churches have had no 
similar compelling power to consoli- 
date them. 
They apparently had no 


sufficiently common social cause which 
made it imperative for them to work 
together. 
- 


They have been occupied largely in 


purely philosophical discussions and 
evangelistic programs which dealt 
almost entirely with individuals and 
scarcely at all with the great social 
obligations of society. 


The reason the churches of Europe 


seem to have failed in this great crisis

Mr. Sale's Paper. 


Mr. Sale spoke in part as follows: 
"I don't know that I can begin this 


paper better than to refer to the old 
receipt for rabbit pie. 
"First Catch Your Rabbit." 


"Unless the business is one of real 


true merit (that is, the rabbit is young 
and fat.) it is not worth insuring. But; EMPLOYMENT BUREAU REPORTS 
granted that the business has the nee-1 
essary qualifications worthy of being '. .Tolls Secured for Twenty-Eight Appli- 
insured. then the greatest problems' 
facing it are to establish such basic 
policies that it will automatically in- 
sure its futurity. 


"To outline the 
different depart- 


ment policies under the following sub- 
divisions, seems to be my task: Or- 
ganization, finance, selling, advertis- 
ing, buying and manufacturing. 


"There will, no doubt, be exception 


taken to the order in which I have 
named these. My reasons for naming 
them in the order given are as follows: 


"If an organization is not first ac- 


complished, there Is little on which 
the various elements . of - successful 
business can be hung. 


Must Be Properly-Financed. 


"If not properly financed, the organ- 


ization will not have the confidence of 
Its Individuals, nor be ?*bl*» to com- 
mand the respect of Its customers or 
those from -whom it purchases its raw 
material. These two I consider the 
basic foundation of a .business. Brains 
(organization) and money (finance.) 
The rest of the classifications I have 
given are primarily sub-divisions of or- 
ganization. 
"I have named selling first—for the 


reason that, In these days of com- 
petition, if the best brains and en- 
ergies of an .organization are not di- 
rected to selling, then the product 
(unless it be one of a highly special- 


. 
Ized article,) must drop down to a 
purely competitive basis, which means 
primarily—buying the raw material 
at the lowest possible cost and manu- 
facturing by the most modern »nd ap- 
proved methods." 


"In advertising we find the partner 


of the salesman. 


"Buying being the next most neces- 


sary adjunct of the manufacturing. 1 
consider next in order, for, unless the 
raw material is properly bought—by 
which I mean with intelligence—then, 
no matter how much energy is exerted, 
the handicap of poor buying cannot 
be overcome by the manufacturing 
department. 


"No doubt many of you have taken 


exception to placing manufacturing 
last, but isn't it, after all, just the plain 
problem of using the power in the very 
best way to accomplish the work and 
isn't this a tangible problem of which 
the many elements to be accomplished 
arc before its head and can be readily 
changed when the method employed 
has been (or can be) superseded by a 
simpler and cheaper method which is 
developed by experience and more 
modern improvements of machinery? 


"In considering this subject I have 


tried to look upon it as one who is 
about to embark in a new business, 
and'not as applying primarily to my 
own business. 


"Organization! This is the keystone 


V 
to all successful business, and, when 
properly organized, is not the future 
at the business insured? 


Wlutt Organization Means. 


"By organization I mean such ex- 


ecutives selected as will. In co-opera- 
tion, formulate policies that are of 
such a character that a business must 
earn money. By this is implied that 
the head of the business has the 
knowledge of human nature and of 
those with whom he surrounds him- 
self, that the work of the different de- 
partments will function much as the 
organs of the human body perform 
their various duties und produce what 
we are pleased to call 'man.' This ex- 
ecutive can do, and must do, what no 
human anatomy has done; namely, es- 
tablish a line of promotion and intro- 
duce—when such lino of promotion 
is not flexible enough to accomplish- 
new blood into the business, so tha 
old organs—or, to ,make our simil 
more apt—departments are complete- 
ly renewed and thus capitalize energy 
and ambition.

arraignment of President Wilson's ad- 
ministration and of what he called 
decadence in Artlerican society and 
government, Senator Works of Cali- 
fornia, who retires March 4, began 
a valedictory speech yesterday in tho 
senate. He deplored a "tendency to- 
ward centralized, unchecked and un- 
limited" power on the part of Presi- 
dent Wilson, denounced profligacy of 
wealth, recommended that the idle 
rich be compelled by law to work and 
urged formation of a new progressive 
political party, known as the "Liberty 
party." 
Recess for the night interrupted the 


speech after two hours and the sena- 
tor will conclude today. 
' 


Wilson Practical Dictator. 


Senator Works declared usurpation 


of power by the president had amount- 
ed "practically to a dictatorship." Re- 
ferring to executive pressure on leg- 
islation he said: 


"If this kind of executive coercion is 


persisted in and submitted to by Con- 
gress, then our government is no longer 
a government of the people. It is not a 
democracy. It is not a republic. It is a 
despotism worse than any known mon- 
archy." 


He reviewed the Wilson administration 


in great detail. In urging repeal of the 
Panama free tolls clause, he said, the 
president had "descended to the level of 
a common lobbyist," and the submission 
of congress, he described as a "humili- 
ating spectacle." 
Efforts to force the 


shipping bill, he said, were "shameful," 
adding that the reserve act was passed 
by "presidential dictation and caucus 
rule," and the child labor bill by "humili- 
ating lobbying for political reasons, the 
president being a political candidate." 


Calls Action.Arrogant. 


The president's insistence on passage 


of the Adamson act, Senator Works de 
clared, was "deplorable," while the re 
cent confirmation of a supreme court 
justice furnished a "shocking example 
of unwarranted influence." 


The course of the president in Mex- 


ico," he continued, "has been one of ar- 
rogant and arbitrary, if not unlawful, ex- 
ercise of power. Twice has the president 
appointed commissioners, without lawful 
authority to negotiate with commission- 
era appointed by Carranza to settle our 
relations with Mexico." 


The senator also denounced the Pres- 


ident's "appointment of personal repre- 
sentatives in Mexico, and said that the 
United States had twice gone to war 


Washington, Jan. 5.—Speaking In 


the senate today in support of the 
Hitchcock resolution to endorse Presl-. 
dent Wilson's peace note. Senator 
Lewis, democrat, declared the Euro- 
pean war could not continue without 
the United States becoming involved in 
it. 


Senator Lewis declared that the tem- 


per of the American people would 
brook no apology or excuse for further

"would resent and punish to the full 
extent of America's power."

Billik was met at tho penitentiary by 


his son, Herman, jr., a Chicago machin- 
ist, and a newspaper man active in tho 
fight for Billik's pardon, which 
was 


granted by Governor Dunne as one of 
the last acts of his administration. 


Driven with his son in an aiitomobiie 


to Chicago, Billik was met here by his 
attorney, Francis E. Hinckley, who with 
the newspaper man and Father Peter J. 
O'Callaghan, formerly 
of 
St. Mary's 


church, has fought ceaselessly for Billik's 
pardon. 


Of Jerry Vrzal, admittedly whose per- 


jured testimony was a big factor in con- 
victing him, and of others, Billik said: 


"Every day of the eight years I was 


in the penitentiary \ Iiavc struggled to 
forgive those whose falsehoods sent me 
here. I have conquered. I forgive them 
all. I hate no man." 


It was Vrzal's admission that he had 


perjured himself to convict Billik of the 
murder of one of the five members of the 
Vrzal family, who died by poison, that 
won Billik his first reprieve and finally 
his pardon.

Budapest, Hungary, Dec. 20.—(Cor- 


respondence of The Associated Press.) 
—The love affair of Princess Louise, of 
Belgium, and her former riding mas- 
ter. Count von Matassich, a Hun- 
garian subject and first lieutenant in 
the Austro-Hungarian cavalry, hari an 
interesting aftermath recently when 
the count was ordered to leave Buda- 
pest for "political reasons." He was 
ordered to remov? to his native town in 
Croatia, but eleventh-hour intercession 
by Dr. Visontai, the legal adviser of 
Princess Louise, inBuenced the police 
to permit Matassich to remain in the 
capital under surveilance. 


Back of the action lies the continued 


endeavor of the family of the princess 
to separate her from Matassich, who 
eloi/ed with her when she was the wife 
of Prince Philip of Saxe-Coburg in 
139G. 
Some time ago the family sug- 


gested that the princess place herself 
voluntarily under guardianship but 
the princess has not yet consented to 
this. She was not permitted to live in 
either Vienna or Budapest, but finally 
obtained 
permission 
to reside in 


unlci'i, where she now is. It is con- 


sidered unlikely that Count Matassich 
will bo given permission to go to 
Munich, so that for the duration of'ihe 
•war, at least, the couple will be sep- 
arated. 


^Princess Louise is the oldest daugh- 


ter of the late Kin? Leopold of Bel- 
gium. 
In 1S75 she married Prince 


Philip of Saxe-Coburg:. who was four- 
teen years her senior, when she was 
17. She was 35 when she met Count 
Matassich, who was employed as her 
riding master, and soon their relations 
became the scandal of Europe. Short- 
ly after the elopement Count MataSEich 
was arrested, cnargea with forgery in 
aiding Princess 
Louise to swindle 


Vienna moneylenders by cashing notes 
witJi the forged signature of Princess 
Stephanie.

With the French Army in Alsace, 


Dec. 
20.— (Correspondence of the As- 


sociated Press.)—French has replaced 
Alsatian dialect and German as the 
language in that portion of Alsace re- 
stored to French 
as the 
result of 


French military successes. 
So soon 


as the blue-clad soldiers occupied the 
villages and towns German signs were 
torn down from 
the 
fronts of the 


stores and replace' by French. 
Fin- 


ger posts along the roads were altered 
and directions at grade crossings over 
the 
railroad 
tracks were changed. 


Restaurant bills of fare were written 
in French instead of German. 
The 


titles of public offices were painted 
over and new designations put in their 
place. 
Prices also were transformed 


into francs and centimes from marks 
and pfennings. 


Most of the municipal officials un- 


der German rule were of Prussian or- 
igin and fled with the German troops. 
The other male inhabitants—most of 
them very old or very young, as all 
those of military age had been either 
taken into the Germa.. army or had 
fled to France—had never had exper- 
ience of local government and were in- 
capable of undertaking the public util- 
ities or caring for the health or sani- 
tary condition of the people. It was 
found necessary to appoint French ad- 
ministrators and these were chosen 
from among officers who had been 
wounded in the war or who had fall- 
en sick during the campaign. In one 
locality a military mayor was nomi- 
nated. He was a captain who had lost 


j his right arm in battle. For two years 


I he has carried out the functions of his 
I office so successfully that the citizens 
' governed by him declare they have 


never been more wisely ruled. 


One of the first tasks undertaken 


was to sot again in motion the educa- 
tional system which had been inter- 
rupted by the hostilities. Classes were 
formed for the children of both sexes 
and these were place-; in charge of 
sisters of a religious order which de- 
votes itself to education. There was 
some difficulty at firs' owing to the 
pupils knowing 
no other language

French that within a few weeks the
